Yellowstone Wolf Tracker arranges custom single and multiple-day 
wildlife watching excursions, year-round with national park service 
approved providers, The Wild Side, LLC. Our guides are very 
experienced wildlife biologists who have been tracking and 
observing wolves since reintroduction in 1995. They combine 
natural and cultural history, scientific investigation, conservation 
advocacy, film documentary, and extensive on-the-ground 
experience. 

The best seasons for wolf viewing are winter, spring, and fall, which 

are also quiet times in the park; however, we offer the service throughout the year. Outings 
originate near the north entrance of the park where we typically meet groups in the early 
morning at Gardiner, Montana; or a nearby location upon arrangement. 

Your best opportunity to view and learn about wolves in their 
natural habitat lies in hiring a guide and spending a day tracking 
and observing these elusive wild animals. Along the way guests 
are also likely to see large herds of elk and bison, as well as, 
grizzly bears, eagles, moose, pronghorn antelope, mountain goat, 
bighorn sheep, coyotes, black bears, and others. Possible, too, 
are sightings of river otters, badgers, pine martens, owls, and 
other more rare wildlife. Most importantly about the guiding 
services is that you will learn about the ecology, history, and current issues of Yellowstone from 
local biologist guides with experience in wildlife study with wolves and other species in 
Yellowstone!

The Wild Side programs are unique seasonal wildlife watching adventures 
that are sure to impart lasting memories of amazing, pristine landscapes, 
abundant wildlife, fantastic food, and comfortable lodging all in one ideal 
package!

The Wild Side, Lie 

Our meeting time and place will be prearranged with the preferred meeting 
place being Gardiner, Montana, at the North Entrance to Yellowstone National 
Park. Best search times are at sunrise due to activity patterns of wildlife 
during the early hours. "Early morning" varies from 5 AM in the summer to 7 
AM in the winter. The outing will last 6-8 hours depending upon sightings, 
interest, weather, etc. You will explore much of the northern portion of the 
park and many different wildlife areas. The primary focus will be on finding and observing 
wolves, bears, or other wildlife at guests' request. Much of the search will be road-based, but 
depending upon guest interests, we can include short nature walks in spectacular locations. 
Guides use only the top-of-the-line spotting scopes (Swarovski 80mm HD, Nikon 82mm ED). 
Wolves, being shy of humans, are often viewed from a distance. Photographs of wolves are 
rarely won, though photographers have been pleased with the variety of scenic and wildlife 
images captured during our outings. 

Guides: The Wild Side, LLC, uses guides with extensive 
experience in natural and cultural history in Yellowstone 
Park. Our guides have worked with the National Park 
Service, the Yellowstone Association Institute, and other 
organizations prior to their work with The Wild Side, LLC. 
While we can not guarantee your outing with any one of 
our guides, but we will try to fulfill any requests.

Often wolves, bears, 
and other elusive wildlife are found at considerable distances and only can be viewed and 
enjoyed with the aid of a quality spotting scope! 

The Wild Side, LLC, offers high quality 82mm NIKON spotting scope rentals to greatly enhance 
your wildlife viewing. Each scope is equipped with a Bogen extendible tripod with a pan head 
and all-weather case. The 82mm lens of the Nikon Fieldscopes allow for exceptional light 
gathering capability, ED glass renders crisp, clear image quality even at low light levels, and an 
angled eye-piece facilitates minimal height adjustments in groups of different heights. The 
scope also features a versatile 35X-75X zoom eyepiece, the highest magnification available 
among field scopes on the market.
